An­ 
other thing is gambling. 
A lot or 
you women think you can play cards 
and get by with It; and a lot of you 
men think you can gamble and get 
by with it. If you are going to stop 
these gambling joints, let the Chris­ 
tian women stop their card games. 
A great many people cuss the Ku 
Klux Klan, but why don’t the police 
find the gambling joints and the red 
light district? 
Mighty funny thing 
if they can’t find them and if they 
did these men wouldn't need to or­ 
ganize. 
The next thing briefly is 
the dance. 
You say you want your 
child to be graceful. God was grace­ 
ful and not disgraceful and you don’t 
have to go to a dancing master to be 
graceful. 
The 
saddest

America is the fact tL&t they took 
the Bible out of the schools and put 
the dance in. Do you know that many 
of our dances are brought from the

ured and torn. 
These small and ir­ 
regular shaped envelopes and cards 
do not run freely through our post­ 
marking machines, 
but 
frequently 
get caught in belts and are multilat- 
ed and torn; and many of them are 
of such odd shapes that they must 
be held out of the regular mail and 
postmarked by hand, which is a slow 
and tedious process. 
Delay is also 
caused by the fact that small sizes 
do not fit into letter packages read­ 
ily and cannot be tied securely.
